bꝛought to the mynt at London, and there exchaunged fo2 newe ſterlynge monyes, with thallow⸗ 
aunce to the bꝛynger, of th:ce pence in the pounde. woherin ſuche expedicion is made, as in a mat⸗ 
ter of ftich a moment, poſſpble hytherto coulde be, and ſhalbe nowe from day to dap much moꝛe. 

And as koꝛ the peeces of two pence karthyng it is and was meant and declared in the Pꝛoclama⸗ 
cion, that they ſhoulde be taken as currant monye vntyll the laſt day of January, that dape beyng 
the ende of koure monethes from Michaelmas laſte. And pet neuertheleſle, becauſe within that 
tyme it ſhalbe harde to bꝛyng vp and make exchaunge of (he fame in the mynt with newe monies: 
Her Maieſtie is well pleaſed, that whoſoever ſhall bzynge anye of the ſame Ceſtons ok two pence 
farthyng after the ſayde laſt day of January to the ſayde Mint at London, within the ſpace of 
thꝛee monethes after, ſhall haue foꝛ the ſame in ne we ſpluer two pence karthyng: So as her Ma⸗ 
ieſtie meancth, almuch as in her ſhalbe, to beare herein with the burden ok her pooze ſubiectes. 
Ind her plcaſure ts, that this ſhoulde be notified to all her louyng ſubtectes: geuyng alſo ſtraight 

commaundement, that no maner perſon do refuſe to take in payment any of the ſapd baſe monyes, 

that is to lap: the fourepence halfpeny, the thꝛehalfpence, the thzcfarthpnges, at the values rated 
by the koꝛmer Pꝛoclamation, at any tyme heceafter: neither the other baſe Teſtons of twopence 
karthyng at the ſame rate, vntyll the laſt dap of January. And in anye wyſe to cauſe all perſons 
dorng the contrary, to be ſeuerely punyſhed as obſtinate and ſedicious. 

Ind kurther, her Maieſtie chargeth all maner of officers and miniſters, diligently to ſee to the 
attachement and punpchment of certapne le wde and ledicious perſons, that from towne to towne, 
and Countrey to Countrey, do carp and ſpzeade ſedicious and ſlaundcrous tales, impoꝛtynge to 
ſimple pcople a feare, that Cattell vumarlied Goulde be foꝛfeited: o2 that all people Chzyftened oz 
Marped, ſhoulde pape foꝛ Chꝛiſtenynges and Marpages certapne ſummes of monpe to her Ma⸗ 
ieſtie, with ſuchelyke vayne and ſedicious follycs, neuer meant, noꝛ within the compaſſe of anye 
meanyng of her Mateſtie oꝛ Her counſaple. The ſtave wherof, by ſpeedy and ſeuere punyſhment, 
her Maieſtie ſtrapghtly requireth of all maner of Juſticiaries, as they wyll oꝛ ought to aunſwere 
to the contrary, ⁊ krom hence koꝛth to geue o2der, that aſſone as any ſuch lewde tale is vttered, that 
the repoꝛters therot may be eyther punyſhed with ſpeede, oꝛ els pꝛoduce the aucthours,
